Thé history of the Christian 
Charch for more than eighteen 
hundred years, attests the truth, 
presupposed in Christ’s warning 
iif the text.

niartyrs, iving occasion for the 
canonization of ignorance, villany 
and crime. Qthers again of the 
false prophets, have been cool and 
deliberate deceivers, concocting 
schemes of demoralization. often 
withont even the merit of origi- 
nality, jumbling together the ele- 
ments of effete and antignated 
absurdities and aboininations, 
‘resurrecting and galvanizing the 
corpses of old and exploded er- 
rors and systematized crimes, 
that before the splendor of chris- 
tianity had shrunk away into 
darkness ; and by the various 
processes of lies, craft and intim!- 
dation, gaining authority over 
multitudes and weilding it for the 
most unholy purposes, in the hal- 
lowed name of religion, crushing 
out manhood; lofty’ aspirations, 
‘blasting the purest hopes and 
crucifying the holiest sentiments 
of womanhood. | 

But, in the text we have a prin- 
ciple to aid us, in detecting and 
exposing the deceptions often 
practised by men’s infidelity to 
principle, and by his inhumanity 


ciple of infinite value, ranging it- 
self among self evident and eter- 
nal truths, in its simplicity, suit- 
ing itself to the capacity of the 
least pretending minds; in its 
universality of application, meet- 


ling and solving otherwise dark 


problems of ethics, and command- 
ing the admiration and respect 
of the most philosophic minds, it 
is the purest morality, and the 
most transparent logig in the 
simplest form.

Authority, the rlghtdivine 
to govern many, and inevery age, 
multitudes have listened, with di- 
lated eyes and open mouths to 
mock thunders of the self consti- 
tuted Jupiters of authority, but 
christianity tears away the’ drap- 
ery, that we may see the trick 
behind the scenes, often convert- 
ing the awe of credulity, pervad- 
ing the hearts of the worshippers 
into loathing and contempt, or 
with deep indignation against the 
crime perpetrated in the name of 
the highest, upon immortal minds: 

I meet with a theory of religi- 
ous faith and practice, dignified 
by the name of a system, purport- 
ing to be a new revelation with 
doctrines, ordinances, practices, 
and usages, nowhere sanctioned 
in what we have been taught to 
believe as Gods great legacy of

‘mercy to man—the Christian rev- 


elation. And, what is my duty 


as the possessor of thought and 


reason? Undoubtedly, if I notice 
it at all, to question the new claim- 
ant to obedience, whence came 
you? What are your purposes? 
What is your genius, the nature 
of your mission among men? And, 
what is the response? From Hea- 
ven, of course, a new and more 
glorious religion to mect the fell 
necessities and cravings of the 
rising age. But, is that loud and 
arrogant utterance enough to con- 
vince reason, to elicit faith, and 
secure discipleship? Most cer- 
tainly not. Presently I ask the 
question, where do you tend? 
What*is your philosophy ! I care 
for none of your metaphysical 
definitions, your windy declama’ 
tions, your pompous dissertations 
respecting the grounds of your 
high authority. I have no time 
to go through the dark, intricate 
labyrinth of wt at your advocates 
call the reasoning by which they 
arrrive at last, all drabbled and 
befogged at the shrine of the un- 
definable something, called au- 
thority, nor is there a necessity 


for entering on the arduous and 


hopeless task ; the Great Master 
has provided a test principle, and 
in nature I see examples illustra- 
tive of its truth, that stern test I 
apply, that startling question | 
ask, what are its fruits? This, 
to the false system, is the sen- 
tence of doom; the dread con- 
clusion of the mighty argument 
against it, as it stands, hke acul- 
prit at the bar of public opinion, 
and boasted authority wraps the 
mantle of guilt yet closer around 
its coward heart, as if to conceal 
its horrid secrets, the remem- 
brance of its many crimes, when, 
as from the lips of God, the ques- 
tion peals out, what are its fruits ? 
This takes the subject out of the 
region of the vague and mysteri- 
ous, placing it in the region of 


fact and philosophy. I take one 


and another of the doctrines of 
the theory, its professedly vital 
germs, and bring to bear upon it 
the lessons of history—the laws 
of man’s inner life—and what is 
the result? The laws of custom 
and of opinion may ‘change, but 
the ethics of eternal principle are 
as the nature of God, and the sys- 
tem that arrogates to itself the
